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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 4-1 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Wang 
et al. (US 2002/0181837). Wang teaches a device and method for optical sorting of 
biological samples or microparticles. The device is best shown in Figures 4A-6, 7D and 
8. The device as shown in Figure 7D includes a first channel (middle input channel in 
Fig 7D) arranged symmetrically between second and third channels. The three 
channels meet in a sample separating portion where separation by optical means 
occurs. Downstream of the separating portion is a sample recovery channel (middle 
output channel) arranged symmetrically between a pair of fluid passages. A 
microscope for imaging is shown in Figure 8 and described in Paragraphs [0129] - 
[0131]. Wang teaches upstream fluorescence imaging of the particle in Paragraphs 
[0108] and [0120]. 

The Examiner notes that the microscope is not positively recited in claims 4-6 
and 16. In addition, the Examiner considers the limitations directed to the use of the 
microscope images (claims 7-15) to be an intended use of the device. A recitation of 
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the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between 
the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. Wang teaches a microscope and fluorescent 
analysis. Therefore, Wang is capable of performing the uses detailed in claims 7-15. 

Response to Arguments 

3. The previous 112 rejection has been removed. The Examiner has also removed 
the previous rejections under Zold. The Examiner agrees with Applicant that Zold does 
not teach a device where the first channel and sample recovery channel are arranged to 
control fluid flow based on a difference between the height of liquid in the first channel 
and sample recovery channel. A new rejection has been provided under Wang. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bohm et al. (2003/0198523) teaches a particle sorter.
